McCARTIIY believes- that tho Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee, of which 
he is a, member, should give ’increasing 
attention “to the desirability, and the 
. very morality, of our arms distribution 
program.” 

The senator reminds us that the CIA, , 
through its “operational functions,” has 
come a long and questionable way from 
1917, when it was established by the na- 
tional security act “for the purpose of 
co-ordinating intelligence activities.”
